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Burned, Violated Women, — 
Says White Book. 


Washington, D. C., May 31.—A recital of 
alleged Russian murder, looting, torture, 
and attacks on aged women and girls is 


White Book, made public today by Am- 
bassador Bernstorff. 

Some eighty affidavits accompany the 
document to support the charges sum- 
marized. 

“The Russian troops have committed 
atrocities during this present war, which 
are incompatible with the laws of hu- 
manity and the customs of civilized na- 
tions, and evidence the utter barbarism 
o ftheilr warfare,” says the introduction. 
“These atrocities are. directed against 
peaceful inhabitants of the occupied Ger- 
man territory, as well as against those 
German soldiers who opposed them in 
lawful @ombat and had the misfortune of 
bei ken prisoner by them. 


Not Isolated Cases. 

“The adjoining documentary material 
shows that these are not isolated cases 
of cruelty and deeds of violence, for atro- 
cities of the most bestial sort have been 
committed in so many places and by so 
many different divisions of troops that un- 
doubtedily a very great part of the Rus- 
sian army is permeated by a spirit of in 
human savagery. 

“The whole world knows that, owing 
to the barbaric methods of warfare em- 
ployed by the Russians, East Prussia, 
once a flourishing country, in parts now 
presents a picture of hopeless devasta- 
tion, and that the peaceful inhabitants 
are forced to flee and leave all their be- 
longings in order to save themselves from 
assault and murder. 


Women Carried Off. 

“It has been officially ascertained that 
at the time of the first as well as of the 
second invasion of the Russians, thou- 
sands of men, women, and children were 
carried off, thousands were murdered, 
about 20,000 buildings were demolished or 
burned down, and that during the second 
Invasion about 80,000 homes were plun- 
dered and destroyed. The last Ruasian 
expedition against Meme! likewise was 
nothing more than a savage raid, accom- 
panied by atrocities of every description. 

* The moveable goods of the poor as wel 
as of the wealthy were stolen, loted, or 
wantonly deatroyed by the Russian troops 
inevery conceivable way.

*“* Men and women had to give the covet- 
ous soldiers their last coppers. The dwel- 
lings were searched by one division of 
troops after the other, each soldier tak- 
ing whatever took his fancy. — 


Houses Set Afire. 
“Finally, homes, farm buildings, and 
provisions were, without reason or pur- 
pose, destroyed by fire. The population,

[ FLY HINTS. 


HE municipel laboratory of the de- 
partment of health has contributed 
these hints to householders: 

“If your garbage can is not tight 

spray the contents each day witha 
mixture of aquart of kerosene and a table- 
spoontul of crude carbolic acid. A metal 
spray for this purpose will cost about 50 
pe not allow manure to accumulate 
in the stable, and spray any loose manure 
with the kerosene and carbolic acid mix- 
ture. Throw a handful of chioride of 
Lime into the manure box every few days. 

“To rid the house of files: 

“See that your screens fit tightly. — 

“Wipe off the outside of your screen 
@oor every day with a cloth soaked in 
kerosene, to prevent flies from alighting 
on the screen ready to enter when the door 
is opened. The kerosene carbolic acid 
mixture may be used: instead of kerosene, 
if desired. 

"Provide yourself with a ‘fly swat- 
ter’ made of an oblong plece of ordinary 
screen wire, 8%x7 inches, to which is 
attached a wooden handle about two feet 
long. A little practice with this instru- 
ment will enable you to rid the house of

To eradicate the dandelion, the root 
stock must be killed and seeding prevent 
ed. Small areas can be dug out by hand 
If the “pl are thrown on the grass et 
one side, th > in them will ripen the 
seeds and they will be sown. Hence dai 
delion plants must be taken away, burned, 
er buried.

After the dandelion is cut away from its 
long root, gasoline, salt, or sulphuric acid 
poured into the hole will kill the root re- 


The acid must be handled carefully, as 


Sulphate of iron in the granulated form 
must be used in solution, one pound to 
five gallons of water, in a wooden barre! 
and transferred to a brass tank for the 
sprayer. 

It must be used on a dry, sunny day. 
with a fine spray, and the solution must 
not stand over night. Reaching the broa 
leaf surface of the dandelion, the plant is 
poisoned, while the slender grass blades 
escape. 

A desperate lawn gardener uses one 
pound of sulphate of iron (blwe vitriol) 
to one gallon of water. Thisis strong and 
kills the dandelion, but may kill the 
clover and lawn grass too. .

Plantain. spreads on clay sotls or on 
lawns imperfectly drained. Plantain can 
be killed by a weak solution of sulphate 


from the surface by a sharp toothed rake. 
Set the lawn mower low, ‘xo over the lawn, 
and cut off the flower heads. , 

Top dress the lawn with a lawn fertiliz- 
er two or three times during the summer. 
Rake up bare spots and sow fresh seed to 


keep in repair.
